kind was suspended. 
The chiefs of the syna­ 
gogue perceived then that, not without reason, 
Zachariah had warned them ; they saw that if 
they put their 
prisoner to death, the world 
must come to an end ; and therefore they con­ 
tented themselves with 
putting out his eyes, 
that lie might not see to do so much mischief, 
and let him go. 
Thus it was that Cupid be­ 
came blind— a fact unknown to the 
G reek 
and Roman poets, and to all the rhymesters 
who have succeeded them.

T h e ex ecu tiv e of this C o m m onw ealth in lus 
Inaugural A dd'ess informed us that the c u r­ 
rency of our own stale was in some hazard for 
w ant of an adequate specie basis ; 
und he ad ­ 
monished us to well consider th at matter. 
T h e subject, at his monition was then taken up 
and referred to the S tanding Ban* C om m ittee, 
and the llo u se quietly aw aited the result. 
But 
after tlie removal of the Deposites became the 
all absorbing subject of debate and even of 
th o u g h t w ith some gentlem en, and a commit­ 
tee was raised to look to it, the S tan d in g C o m ­ 
m ittee cast its burthen o f State B anks upon 
the special ^Deposite C om m ittee, and these at 
once m erged it in the m ighty cause of the U. 
S. B ank and the general currency. 
N ot liow- 
! ever being in the secret of this m anœ uvre 1 
did not readily understand it, as was the case 
i with m any others, but this probably is of little 
im portance to the gentlem en who planned it. 
And thus it is that our ow n currency is left to 
take care of itself, whilst we are ofl alter the 
U . S. B ank and the President of the U nited 
Slates, subjects far more 
quickening with 
m any, than th* homely business of our own 
local leg islatio n 
And y et gentlem en know 
full well th at in the one case we can give ad­ 
vice m erely, whilst in the other we have a 
subject over which we have entire control— 
here we can act with effect; there we can talk 
only. 
B u t i f it must be e o } if we m ust resolve 
our body into a sort of L yceum , to debate lor 
am u sem en t or political effect, and pass resolves 
to stim ulate special-interest partizans in C o n ­ 
gress, w h o n re now at the utm ost e x te n t of 
their en erg ies in the service of those interests, 
or to c en s u ie opponents who will disregard or 
revile us for our pains—the sooner it is over 
the better, and then we will to our proper 
work again. 
But Mr S peaker since advice is the order of 
the day, m ay I be allowed to advise the advi­ 
sers them selves before 1 proceed to discuss 
the m ain subject. 
May 1 say, g en tlem en, 
contrivers o f the resolves under debate, take 
«¡are how you connect the fortunes of our state, 
political or otherwise, w ith those of a stock­ 
jobbing, m oney-m aking special-interest corpo­ 
ration of capitalists, whose m oral sense as 
well as patriotism rests in its money vaults. 
A nd take care in the strife now rag in g how 
you take sides against your own g o v ernm ent. 
Do you fear the accumulation of pow er in the 
executive if it prove victorious? 
B u t you 
know th at w ith all possible acquisitions you 
can reach and control it at the n ext election. 
But by w hat votes you will control the influ­ 
ence of the B ank, victorious— its very success 
in the struggle supposes the overthrow ot 
popular influence operating through the forms 
of the constitution. 
And then w hat can save 
you ? 
Popular votes will not lie the language 
of free m inds, but of Bank influence. 
O r are 
you dazzled by ils power, and consider it 
greater honor for this ancient C om m onw ealth 
to hold alliance and sym pathy with thirty-five 
millions of capital than to stand in political 
harm ony w ith the patriotic States ol 
this 
Union. 
W ill you sacrifice, w hat little politi* 
; cal consideration you have with the nation, 
for y o u r devotion to this golden im age? 
Fall 
dow n and w orship if it is agreeable : 
but you 
m ust ex p ect th at lome will m arvel at your 
taste, and allow me to intreat that old M assa­ 
chusetts at least as a State may be spared this 
hum iliation. 
B ut it has been hinted by some, th at this 
deposite subject is pushed forw ard, not so 
m uch from good w ill to the B a n k as from dis­ 
like to the administration. 
T h a t we could 
well forgive the President his veto message 
«ntl all his hostile acts to that powerful insti­ 
tution, as we ourselves have began to cow er 
before 
the 
recent displays 
of 
its^ wrath 
wli.°n excited— but that he is the National 
E x ecutive, popular and successful beyond all 
recen t exam ple, and that not only w ith o u t our 
aid, but in despite of our utm ost efforts to the 
co ntrary, is more than we can or will consent 
to. 
B ut Mr Speaker, can this be so ? 
Is this 
S late then doomed to a perpetual opposition 
to the general governm ent ? T im e past, pres­ 
ent and to come, talents w asted,—good tem per 
and patriotism exhausted,— for w hat? 
why to 
nourish and preserve the little consequence 
which conies from oppugnation to the powers 
that are. 
T o strike at ihe executive, and through him 
at that pow er of the nation w hich elevated 
and now sustains him. 
Call him ty ran t, trai­ 
tor, fool, hoping at the sam e time no offence 
to his friends throughout the nation. 
B ut can 
you do this w ithout offence, the deepest offence 
to those who esteem him. C an you constantly 
cast upon him indiscrim inate censure w ithout 
e xciting tninds as free, as sound, as sensitive 
us your ow n , to censure and oppose you in 
tu rn ? 
As it is the fate of those w ho live by 
the sword to perish by the sw ord, so shall those 
who hate, in tfeir turn be hated. 
Besides, I pray you note the attitude you 
assum e. 
By yaur sw eeping denunciations of 
the President, is being in all respects unfit for 
his office, y ou stand 
up in array against a 
g reat majority of the n ation—nay you sit it 
ju d g m e n t on the rectitude and even sanity of 
public opinion. 
T hink ye that such a posi­ 
tion will be long tenable ? 
T h is querulous 
disposition, I know, may come lrom disap­ 
pointed ambition. 
But even this excuse m ust 
fail at last, for the same rules of right conduct 
should govern our politics as regulate social 
intercourse— and w hat individual in society, 
let me ask, could suslaiu any good reputation 
by opposition to all m easures w hich he c a n ­ 
not control ? and w hat S tate of this Union can 
adopt a similar policy and be respected ? 


L et us th en pause a w h ile; let us even 
change our policy, and for once in a great n a­ 
tional controversy cease to crim inate and e m ­ 
barrass the G eneral G o v ern m en t, the chosen 
organ of this great people, to express its will. 
L et us take breath awhile, and lor a season 
treat the national E xecutive with respect, and 
even w ith kindness, by way of experim ent. 
It may do more for us than the passage of pug­ 
nacious resolves to the end of our session, lor 
the simple reason that we cannot terrily men 
who are as hruve as ourselves, and th at abuse 
is not the surest m ethod ot convincing a m an 
that he is w rong. 
A nd, besides, it the cu lti­ 
vation of a sw eet tem per does not gratify our 
political longings, we shall at least have the 
benefitof its influence on our m inds, and il it 
relieve not the money m arket, it will qualify 
us the better to bear the pressure.

had elapsed, and no tidings were heard of 
him.

The Locusts.— In addition to other causes of 
trouble, it appears that the sev en teen th year 
Locusts ( C icada septem decim ) are to pay their 
periodical visit this year.

tained that the insect appears, periodically, 
once in seventeen years, and in the spring ol 
the year. 
T h e y were observed in this c o u n ­ 
try at the stated intervals from 1749 to 1817.— 
A pprehensions are expressed th at they will 
com m it great ravages, and it is asserted that 
more than once when they visited some parts 
of N ew E n g lan d , they nut only ate up all 
the grass in the fields, b u t actually attacked 
clothing and fences to appease th eir insatiable 
hunger. 
B ut the Encyclopedia A m ericunn in ­ 
forms us that they are in no way injurious to 
vegetation, except from the dam age done by 
the female depositing her eggs— while the in- 
se«;t is itself the favorite food of various uni- 
mals, and in this way may bo turned to good 
account. 
Hfigs devour them 
eagerly, and 
some of the larger birds are fond of them .— 
T h e Indians consider them a delicate lood 
when fried. 
Iu N ew Jersey th ey have been 
converted into soap.
